Claims 3-5, 10, 15, and 18-19 Canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 1 -2, 6-9, 11-14,16-17, and 20 allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Examiner notes that the Claims filed 7/25/2007 and arguments pertaining thereto 
have been reviewed by the BPAI, and that Examiners arguments regarding the applied 
art have been reversed as per the decision dated 10/28/2010. As Examiner believes 
that the references cited in the Final Rejection, dated 3/03/2008, and subsequent 
Examiners Answer, dated 5/2/2008, are the best available prior art applicable to the 
instant application, the claims are considered to be allowable for the reasons 
enumerated in the BPAI decision dated 10/28/2010 concerning the differences between 
the Claims and the cited prior art.
